Creignton University’s student 
body has voted to tax-itself to pro- 
vide funds for a new Student Un- 
i6n Building.

enty-five per cent of the voting 
students affirmed the tax.” , 

The vote was 817 to 282 on the 
proposal to tax each student $5 a 
‘year. The $5 fee will be included 


in student assessments and paid as . 


part of their tuition,
